Theſe pieces being parts of Cones or Pyramids, their Con- 
tents may be found by ſeeking the Content of the whole Cone 
or Pyramid, (of which they are parr) and the Content of that 
part which is wanting, for that part being ſuvſtratted from the 
whole, the remainder muſtbe the Contenc of the part required. 

Now the way to find the content of a Cone or Pyramid ir, 
to multiply the ſuperficial Content of the Baſe by one third 
part of the length ; and to find the length of the rop part of a 
Cone or Pyramid which is wanting ; ſay thus, as the diftcrence 
of the ſides, or Diameters of the rwo ends, to the length be- 
tween them; ſo is the ſide, or Diamerer of the greater end, 
to the whole length.
